Goethe said well, that tha ‘‘bonuodleds
oarth’ meant t& Homer gomething very dif-
ferent from that whioh it means to ns. When
we read the words, they glide from our lipa as
& mere poetic phrase; but to him the sarth
was really something influite, mysterions,

nal with the heavens, not to be messured
or known by men. Nowadays, the earth
weems o most of us a very moderate aflair,
as far ap magnitude ia concerned. That amia-
ble writer, Mr. Helps, feels ita insiguificance
g0 keenly that bhe oannot contain his
wonder that any ona shounld ecare to be
famons, when his fame must necessarily
be confined to such a pspeck In the
aniverse. We take an eight-inch globe in
our hands, and think that, compared with
inflnity, there is not much odds between eight
fnohes and eight thonssnd miles, We turn it
over, and paes from one quarter to another—
Europe, Asia, Afrios, Amerioa, Australia, the
different oceans, in succession. How many
countries are thera whioh, with an adequate
expenditare of mooey, we vould not manage
to see in Lalla year! How many of which
we could not in au hour or two gain A very
tolerable notion by having recourse to the
nearest library ¢ Nevertheless, to people who
have thrown aside theic books of geography
and travel, who have even got to the end of
lines of railway, and betaken themselves to
their own feet, or to some other conveyaucs of
not extravagant speed, it does sometimead
oconr that the earth is, after all, of rather a
decent size, Bat the effsct differs very greatly
accordiog to the convtry in w};luh & man’s
journey lies. For instance, tha Swiss [tourist
is likely rather to underrate the earth’s mag-
nitnde,

Perched on the top of the Juogfrau or
Monte Ross, or even on the Faalhorn or the
Schilthorn, and really from these elevations
sesing a not quite inappreciable portion of
the surface of the globe, he is inclined to
think that he gees even mors than he doss
and moreover lLe in sowme degree uncon.s
goiously attribntes to himself the command.-
ing altitude of his standing-ground. Aod
thongh Switzerland doss ollen lpress upon &
man the feeling of his own diminutiveness,
yet it is his diminutiveness as compared with
the monutain masses aronnd him, while he
does not at &1l appreciate bow small these moun-
tain masses themselves are when compared
with the entire world. On the other hand, a
large plain, or the ocean, from its samsness of
aspect and want of salient points, always
appears in the recollection much smaller than
it really ig; sothat {rom neither of these is aony
one likely to be impressed with n strong idea
of ths extent of our glove,

But any man who really wishad to gain
something of the Homerin fecling we wouald
gend to snch & conntry as Sorway—a conutry
in which the features are large enough to
reduce the sprctator tp insigmifioance, and
yet nol 5o largs but that they give a hint of
unknown tracts behind, greater than them-
gelves: & country where tue forest and dasolate
gonow-fisld in their vast ranges hem in the
traveller, sometimes showing tueir skirts,
pometimes altogetber nnseen, never to ba
comprehended at ope glaooe, yel, just because
they cannot be so comprebended, impressing
the imagination more vividly with the sense
of an unkunown mysteriousness. Of all the
differences between Norway and the Alps (and
two mouniainons countries could hardly

be more wunlike) this 13 perhaps the
greatest, In  Switzerland there s great
sublimity, but very little myatery;
on the coutrary, the ioterest of the
conntry is much increased by  the
number  of  definite historic  asso-
olations connected with avery part of it,

which, proviog as they o how anciently and
widely celebrated & conniry it i3, exclude the
feeling of the undnown., The ancisnt castles
and quaint medieval towns; the memory ol
great generals who have carried their armies
over the rooky and once dangerous passes, and
thus formed tarning poluts in the world's
history, fromthe time of Haunibal to that of
Napoleon; the thought of Tell on the Lake of
Uri, and of Byron aud Rousseau by that of
Geneva—all these things remind us that man

here has not unsnccasstally contended with '

nature; they diminish gomewhat that feeling
of awe which comes upon ns when we stand
oongeiously in the presence of & superior
power. Dut in Norway uatore has it all her
own way. Take, for instanoce, the first stage
from Dombass on the way to Molde. Tuere 18
nothing here that would be esalled first-rate in
the way of soenery. and a traveller who had
oome np from the magnificent valley of Roms-
dal might even think it dall. The road from
Dombaas degcends a steep hill throngh a pions

wood, crosses & roaring rovky stream at the

bottom, and then ascends another hill, [rom
which there is a wide view over the main
courge of the river and the glens thal run
into it. The coloring is sombre, but not poor;
the whole area below, the slopes of the hills,
and the distant glens are covered with innn-
merable pines, while above the pines are dark
moors termiuating in the distant svow-fislds,

You feel what a solitude it is: not that thers |

may not be a hounse or two in view, for indeed
all the houses in Norway cluster round the
great roads; but apart from the road there is
no sign nor trace of & habitation. The size of
the rivers, again, i# a constant source of sur-
prite to the traveller in Norway. lo a very
short distance from their source they swell
into a size comparable to that of the great-
est Koglish rivers, and ‘the oauses of
this are not immediately recognized in the
great rainfall ef the distriet, the numerous
tributaries, and the large area of drainage.
There is no better way of contrasting Nor-
way with Switzerland than by taking in each
one of the most characteristio scenes. And as
in Bwitzerland there is perhaps no more
typical distriot than the Lake of Lucerne, and
in partionlar the Bay of Uri, so in Norway
that branch of the Sogne fiord which ends at
Gudvangen, and the valley above i, may be
taken as one of those scenes which most strike
the traveller as unique and to be remembered.
And of these two, there can be no question
that for beaunty, for ploturesqueness, and even
for & pure and tranquil sublimity, the Bay of
Uri {8 immeasurably the superior. The out-
line of the mountains, the loxariance of the
woods, the snows, the green upland valleys
with their villages, are all features that have
no counterpart st Gudvaogen. Bot there is
no terror in the Bay of Url. Even if you
did not kvow of the excellent road and com-
foriable bhotels om its ghores, the mnatural
features of the lake bhave too muoh
beauty for any fear to miogle with the im-
ression received. Gudvangen, on the other
and, is one of the few places that strike the
mind, even of a traveller who has seen muoh
of monntain scenery, with a feeling akin to
horror—a feeling so generally experienced by
the upaccnstomed tourists of the last centary,
go rarely by those of the present day. The
effect is a8 simple as it can be; the valley,
which is called the Nawodal, is of the nar-
rowest; the flord in which it termioates is
scarcely wider, Above both valley and fiord,
and on both sides, range the black and precipi-
tous oliffs, everywhere inasccessible, and some-
times o sheer that you conld almost drop a
Jnmmet irom summit to base; thelr extreme
B«Igm is perhsz: not overestimated at five
thonsand feet, They stream with waterfalls, but
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there is vel An atom of fo'iage, and hardly of
grase, wpon them. The valley ends in whit
wounld be 8 cul de suc were it not for a great
bastion that stands out from the middle of it
up which the road is carried. There is not,

rhaps, in Burope another 8o welrd place ne
aoudnnsen—u placs #o utterly severad, as fur
as appears at first sight, from the onter world,
0 entirely devoid both of eonvenience of ro.
oese and of the customary ormaments of baau.
tiful geenery, Yet the imgression it produoces
is profounnd. What is moft singular about it
is that it lles on the high road from Christinnia
to Bergen, it being necessary to take a boat
from ?aldulaiirun to Gadvangen, a row of ten
hours in the fnest weather; unlegs you can
catch the steamer, which goes onoe & week,
and takes four or five hours in the voyage.

Far more beanutifa) than the Novro ﬂorg, and
rivalling the Lake of Lucerne itself in their
varied splendor, are the great florda that
stretch inland from Melde and Aslesand—
the Romsdal and Btor fiorde. Of these the
former {8 very well, the latter very little,
known to Norwegian tourists. It would be
diffionlt to eay which is the finer, at least if
the valley of Romsdal be taken in together
with the fiord; otberwise the decided prefer-
enoe would have to be given to the Btor fiord,
They are both djstingnished for the extraor-
dinarily jagged and peaked outling of the
summits that everhavg them—a feature that
belongs to no other part of Norway south of
the Arctio circle, except the wild ravges of the
Ymestjeld and Hurovgernefjeld, whioh streteh
from the bead of the Hogne flord up to Lom,
and, onlminating in Galdhopiggen and SBkag-
tolstind, form the highest clevations in the
whole country. The Romsdal monutaing are
probably loftier than those of the Stor
fiord, but these Iatter are the sharper and
more aignille-like, This, it should ba
observed, applies only to the western arm of
the Btor fiord, which runs past Swebo, and to
the smaller reach that lies immediately te the
enst of it; the long eastern arm, that ends in
HellesyIt I8 overbung by less remarkable
summits. The BSowbo branch h%; gome very
fine glaciers and spowy domes. The steamer
from Aalesund runs ounly to Hellesylt, pass-
ing by the entrance to the weslern arm of the
flord; nor is this Hellesylt branch, even if in-
ferior to the other, at all to be decried. The
mountaing come down sheer into the water,
yet are greem and well wooded, the birches
and pines clinging to the ledges even of the
steepest precipices, avd in every long receding
glen on the tops of the oliffs are farm-houses
and chillets that remind one of Switzerland.
Most refreshiog is it to the eyes of the travel-
ler who has been winding through the stern
barren islands of the iron-bound coast.

Not many Norwegian tourists traverse the
rongh road from Hellesylt to Bergen, yet few
roads can exhibit a greater variety of beaunty.
The Bredheim Vand, for instaunce, is a lake
that will compare with the famous Kinigsee of
the Bavarian Alps, and is not at all inferior to
it In parts, again, a3 at Pirde and Eidevig,
there is a really luxuriant vegetation., The
Lapgfield and Justedel mountains, on the
gumite of which arethe largest snowfielda of
Europe, gkirt the left of the road for a long
distance. We have not penstrated into them,
Lot to all appearance it must be extremely
well worth while to do go. It is curions that
neither Mr. Forester nor Professor Forbes
came into these parts, nor even into Romsdal.
Profegsor Forbes, however, examined the Jus-
tedal mountains from the other side.

The great defect of Norway lies in the gene-
ral (thongh not invariable) want of boldness
and picturesquensss in its higher snmmits,
and also, of conrge, as compared with Switzer-
land, in their lescer elevation. The want of
plain conuntry, too, mnst be reckoned a fault,
for it resalts from this that the panoramio
views, so frequent in the Alps, are rare, and
when they ocour are deflclent in character.
An extepsive view mnst be poor unless the
height of the mountaing is shown by contrast.
The most celebrated broad view in Norway is
that called the King's View, on the Tyri fiord,
near Christiania; but here the high mountains
are very distant, and, though some bold
tourist has compnrad it to the view from the
Rigi, the comparison is absurd. It is even
very decidedly inferior to the view [rom Snow-
don or Scawfell.

It is the valley and fiord gcenery that is so
remarkable in Norway, and here it scarcely
yields at all even to the Alps, We have not
yot mentioned the waterfalls, which are con-
fegsedly the finest in Earope. There is, how-
ever, one excsllent rule that we have long
adopted in discovering the height of any
waterfall—a rule both of éxtreme simplicity
and, as far a3 onr experience goes, of great
accaracy. Itis this: take the height of the
waterfall asjstated by Murray, divide it by
two, and you will bave the real height. If
you use any other guidebook than that of
Muorray (and perhaps also Black) you are
pretty safe in dividiog the nominal height by
four. Bometimes even Murray requires a
further reduotion; according to the current
number of the Cornhill, the Ostudfoss, reck-
oned to be seven hundred feet high, has to be
brought down to seventy, or even forty feet |
This, we think, i the ne plus wultra of
ex aggeration, DBot even the \;oringtosa, the
greatest Norwegian fall, which we had always
fondly hoped to be a real nine hundred fuet
of sheer descent, has now, alas | according to
the stern decision of orduance surveyors, to ha
brought down below five hundred feet; how
much below is not stated, It is the game in
all countries. The Krimml Fall in the Tyrol
is roundly réckoned by Marray at two thou-
sand feet; this fall is in four parts, of which
the npper part is again roundly reckoned by
Murray at a thonssud feet sgheer. It sounds
well, no doubt. We have visited this fall
twice: the second time with a friend who was
well acqusinted with all the Swiss waterfalls,
and over whom we consequently felt a certain
sense of superiority, for no Bwiss waterfall
}Jr«tenda to be a sheer thousand feet. But our
friend’s perceplions were unsophisticated, his
Jodgmeut Rbadamanthive; he insisted that
the united four fals did pot exoeed a thousaud
feet. *“Yes,"" we replied, with some shams
(for we had boasted of the Krimml fall), *‘or
call it tweive hundred; fifteen hundred it may
even be’! Dut we felt at the time that
he was right., The Staubbach, that beauti-
ful *pillar of light," whioch some ple
affect to contemn, is & very honest fall; it is,
we belleve, a genuine hundred fest. The Kiel-
foes at Gudvangen is reckoned st two thou-
gand; we shonld like to gee the man who,
while looking at it, can honestly say that he
thinks it higher than the Stanbbsch. There
is & nameless fall in Romasdal, at the top of
one of the cliffs, that appesred to us at least
88 high as the Kielfoss. But we were mis-
taken when we just now called the estimate
of the Ostudfoss the ne plus ulira of exaggera-
tion. There 18 a Il't-'l'fl.fl. in Derbyshire called
Kinder Downfall, 8 picturesque leap of a moun-
tain stream, some sixty fest into a rocky ra-
vine, among & chaos of hugs bouldera, the
ravine continuing to slope downwards very
steeply after the fall. Of this one of the gnide-
books says, In & light sod airy manner (we
quote from memory ):—*"The fall is considera-
ble; the Kinder leaps from ledge to ladge for
five hundred feet Into the valley; when full,
ite breadth is about & quarter of a mile" |
That would indeed be a Niagara. Bat it is dis-
trensing to see really prelty scenery put to
shame in this way.

We have wandered from Norway. Lot us
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conclude by P87 g a good word for the people,
Thers 18 10 “aore kindly nation soywhere, (f
their prir,fiive mods of Uviog, aod the ssela-
glon In whioh they, are meowsaarily kept for
half ‘she year have revented their reashiog a
veyy high degree nrlmallmtml developmunt,
“hey are at all events extremely sager Lo learn;
snd an Boglishman will in mavy oat.of-the-
way inng win their gratitade by lsaving them
sn English book to read. From our own ex-
perience we should consider them the most
sincerely religlous mnation on the Continent;
certainly the moat impressive servics we aver
heard was in one of the Borgen churches, It
is true that an Eoglishman might have been a
little startled by the amount of expsctoration
indulged in by the congregation; betwean the
intervals of the sermon the sound was liks
that of the large rain-drops at the be.
gioning of a thunder shower. Bat
their attention was breathless, their en-
ergy in singing marvellons; and the faces
of the men wers, for a devont and agly earn-
estness, like those in the plotures of Albert
Diirer. Itis on a SBnnday that the ocostumes
of the peasantry are best geen, and vary pretty
they are, especially those of the women. Bon-
nets and hats are unknewn among them: a
gcarfl or bandkerchief, sometimes white, more
frequently colored, ia wonnd ronnd their heada
and falls down their backs; the maidena wear
& red snood. The greatest amount of orna-
ment and of color is on their breasts; here they
wear silver clasps or brooches, of carious and
sometimes very old workmanship. These are
to be bought&lentilully in the shops of Chris-
tiania and rgen, and no tourist returns
without some of them. The belts of the men
are at times of silver, and very remarkable.
From these bells hang daggers—a dangerous
custom, it might seem; but the people are not
hot-blooded. Im many vallays the men wear
a pipgular weird looking red oap, loose and
long. Now that the costumes of the Tyrol are
going ont of fashion, Norway is distinotly the
country of piotaresque dress, if indeed it was
not always on & level with the Tyrol in thia
respect,

Dr. Tyndall’s New Researches.
From the London Athenawm,

“On a New Series of Chemical Reactions
produced by Light'' is the title of a remarkable
paper presen to the Royal Society by Dr.
Tyndall. It is a paper which will be read with
eagerness for the interesting facts it disoloses,
and for the method of experiment, heretofore
untried, which it offers to chemists. Vapors
of volatile liguids are introduced into an ex-
hauneted glass tube, and subjeoted to the action
of concentrated sunlight, or to the concentrated
beam of the electrie light. This is the method:
the eflects produced varylog with the vapor
employed, may, without strain of speech, be
desoribed as wonderfal.

The method bhas another advantage, for, as
Dr. Tyndall remarks, the power of the elsotric
besm to reveal the existence of anything

within the experimental tube, or the impuri- 4

ties of the tube itself, is extraordinary. When
the experiment is made in a darkened room,
a tobe which in ordinary daylight appears
absolutely clean is often shown, by the pre-
gent mode of exsmination, to be exceedingly
filthy. With vapor of nitrate of amyl, a
gshower of liguid spherunles was precipitated
on the beam, thus generating a clond within
the tube. With a modification of the beam,
the precipitation was so rapid and intense
that the cone formed by the beam, before in-
visible, flushed suddenly forth like a solid and
lominous spear. By Proper management of
ihe light, the vapor within the tube may be
made to appear of a rich pure blue color, equal
to that in the skies of the Alps.

With iodide of allyl, the vapor colnmn re-
volved round the axis of the decomposing
beam, drawn in at certain places like an hour-
glass, while delicate cloud-filaments twisted
themeelves in spirals round the bells of the
apprrent hour-glass., With iodide of isopropyl
another change took place; the vapor formed
globes and oylinders, which were animated by
a commotien of rotation, disturbed at times by
a paroxysm, in which beautiful and grotesque
cloud forms were developed, some represent-
ing a serpent’s head, others buds which seemed
to grow into flowers, and all of a gorgeons
mauve oolor, With hydrobromie acid the
cloud resolves itsell into a series of disks and
funnels, then parasols and rings of a very pale
blue color, nncfall rotating a¢ in the former
instance.

With hydrochloric acid the clond requires
twenty minntes for its full development, but
then it appears in sections each possessing an
exceedingly complex and ornate strocture,
exhibiting ribs, spears, funnels, leaves, in-
volved gcrolls, and iridescent ilenrs-de-lis.
With bydricdic acid another modification is
seen, having & family likeness to the two im-
mediately preceding, but with marked differ-
ences of development, for the green and orim-
gon produced were the most vivid that Dr.
Tyndall has yet observed. The development
of the cloud, as he describes, was like that of
an organism, from & more or less formless
mags at the commencement, to a gtruoture of
marvellous complexity, at which the Professor
“looked in wonder for nearly two hours.”

We may anticipate that a subjeot which ap-
peals to the eye as this does will be taken for
one of the Friday evening lectures at the Royal
Iustitation. Meanwhile, different classes of
soientific inguirers may work with the new
method, for it connects itself with phenomena
of chemical decomposition, with molecular
physics, and with phenomena of the atmos-
phere.
